Just now military matters are of 

eBpecial interest, and the new report 
of tlio Iaspoetor-Geiioral of Recruiting 
will, it is baitl, tend to relieve in some 
degree tho uueasinosa wbieli was felt 
about tbc" keeping up of the army in 
a satisfactory manner. Tho enlist- 
ments of 1870 have boon substantially 
more than those of 1875. Tho army 
at large is fully manned, and- sutli- 
ciont recruits continue to offer. In 
some cases such as tbe Guards and tbo 
artillery, tliero is still a deficiency; 
but tbe calvary and infantry of the 
line had last year a thousand over 
tbeir numbers. Ou tbo other hand it 
must be borne in mind that the stand- 
ard of height has been reducod, and 
that tho recruits are, for tbo most 
part, little better than striplings, and 
do not possess the body and substance 
of- soldiers of the previous generation. 
Next year will also be a severe test of 
the conditiou under which tbe army 
ia now maintained. About 23,- 
000. enlistments wero made in 1870, 
and expire this year; but no fewer than 
8,700 were made in 1S71, and ter- 
minate in 1877, all in the infantry of 
the lino. In the same branch of tho 
army the short enlistments in the tbroo 
years after 1851 wero 9,700, 9,500, 
and 10,600, and the same system ap- 
plies to other arms. How many of 
these will quit tbe army it is difficult 
to say, but probably a large portion 
would do so. Tho official estimate of 
tho number of recruits expected to be 
required to fill up vacaneis after the new 
system of short enlistments is in full 
operation is about 28.0UO, but not less 
than one-tbird of these do not actually 
leave, the service, but only pass from 
ono part of it to another, and, as 
members of the army reserve are still 
at call in caso they should bo reuired.

TURKEY'S DEFIANCE. 

Tlio Turks Lave replied to tlic findings 
of the European Conference. Thei r 
answer is : "War rather than foreign in- 
terference." It is mentioned as a strange 
circumstance that tho Christian members 
of tho Turkish Council of two hundred 
and odd, summoned to consider the pro- 
posals of tho Conference, w«;rQ most 
vohemont in tho rojoetion of the pro- 
posals. The first impression that one re- 
ceives from tins circumstinco is that tho 
Christians voted as they did under 
pressure; that they trembled for thoir 
own and tho lives of ovorybody near 
and dear to them should they vote other- 
wise. But as wo read on, we discover 
that tho Turkish Prime Minister, and 
ovon tho Sultan, favored the acceptance, 
of tho Dttiposals, aud told tho Council 
that in rejecting tho settlement prepared 
by llie Conference thoy were Hying in the 
face of all Emopu and inviting tho active 
hostility of Rus-iii. This information did 
not shako the determination of tho Coun- 
cillors, and the conference of tho powers 
has resulted as conferences nearly always 
do, in nothing. It would seem that when 
nations are bout en collision — when thoir 
war spirit has been fairly aroused — noth- 
ing snort of a bloody struggle will restore 
the peoplo to their equanimity. Russia 
and Turkey are now face to fuco on the 
Danube. Their arniios are waiting tho 
word of command to spring at each other's 
throats. Russia must make tlio first inovo. 
Sho has constituted herself tho especial 
champion of tho Chiislians in tho Turkish 
principalities. Tho Czar stated publicly 
at Moscow, in November, that if tho 
safety of the Christians in Turkoy was not 
guaranteed, he would"act iridependenlty." 
Since chat declaration was made six 
Russian army corps have boon mobilized, 
tho railway lines have beou occupied in 
transporting supplies to tho southern 
frontier, aud the voice of press and 
people has beeu raised for war. It will be 
rather nnplea ant for the Czir to be told 
that tho peoplo to protect whom he threat- 
ens to make war do not crave his pro- 
tection. That they will bo content if let 
alone to work out their own destiny under 
Moslom rule. That, in short, of two evils 
thoy clK>nso tho lens*— prefer the enmity 
of tho Turk tj the friendship of the 
Russ. Well, what will be tho noxt 
move ? It is believed that in the rejection 
of tho Conference proposals by Turkey 
tho difficulty has tiken a turn that was 
not anticipated by Russia. Shrewd ob- 
servers of European politics asserted somo 
time since that Russia docs not really 
waut war, and thut her military move- 
ments were a piece of gascoimdu put for- 
ward to allay tho war spirit of her people. 
These a.-serlions aro about to bo put to 
the test. Tho Turks have hurled defi- 
ance in tho teeth of tho Czar and 
he must either back down ignomini- 
ously or advance. But can tho 
Czar backdown ? No; to do so with- 
out having hrnno-l-l nhnnt lhA dlichtost 

amelioration of tin- Christian population 
of Turkey or struck a blow would produce 
popular discontent throughout the Eiu- 
piro and threaten tho stability of tho 
Throne. It is infinitely safer for the 
Russian armies to invade Turkey. At tho 
worst they can only be beaten ;and should 
they b - successful they will attain the 
cove'.ed prize of Cons'antinople or a 
least, make a long ttrido towards its pos- 
session. The attitude of Germany aud 
Austria in tho impending htriwglo is 
still uncertain. A word from Bismarck 
three months ago would have caused 
Russia to pauso. That word was not 
spokon because Germany is interested in 
Russia wasting her resources and shatter- 
ing her armies in a fruitless campaign for 
the possession of Constantinople. The 
more utter tho state of exhaustion of Rus- 
sia the belter Germany will bo pleased; 
and Bismarck might be disposed to como 
to the assistance of Austria against her 
only possible enemy, should Austria take 
sides with Turkey in tho approaching 
Btrugglo nnd get worsted. Tho attitude 
that Groat Britain will probably a3stimo 
will be one of strict neutrality for the pre- 
ieut; her futuro cour.-o will be shaped as 
tho current of events may dictate. 

THF STONE FRAUIh 

The Stanilard puts in a plea for mercy. 
It asks suspension of hostilities in the arti- 
ficial stone business because its editor is 
absent. Considering that every "absent'' 
man connected with tho stono business 
came in for a sharo of his abuse be- 
foro ho packed his carpet-bag and slunk 
on board tho steamer to eseapo well mer- 
ited censure, wc consider the plea pretty 
oool— cooler than tho weather. On Satur- 
day wo tried to show that tho very admis- 
sion of Mr. DcCosmos— that Mr. Forbes 
told him -that they (meaning the stono 
company) wanted to make a big raise, aud 
hia failuro to exposo thoin instantly 
mado him (DeC.) particeps criminis in the 
fraud. According to his own admission 
ho knew that a fraud was contemplated, 
and did not mform tho public until the 
men had got clear away with thoir swags. 
In our conversations with Thorp and Lea- 
thers thoy never utierod a word that was 
not calculated to impress us with tho 
great value and merit of the "invention." 
Theso statements mado to others, backed 
by Mr. DeCosrnos' strong recommenda- 
tion of Mr. Leathers on the 18th of Nov- 
ember last, when ho introduced him to 
tlio Victoria public as a"gcntloman of re- 
sponsibility and respectability nnd worthy 
of public confidence," really constituted 
the mainspring of the fraud. Leathers 
and Thorp cumo amongst us entire strung- 
crs, and were mot on the threshold of 
tho Province by the Standard with a first- 
cIbbb certificate) of character. Now, it 
may bo that Mr. DoCoainos was decoivod 
as to tho character of tho men ho "pulled," 
but it was his plain duty, tho moment ho 
was undeceived, to havo placed the public 
in possession of his later knowledge. 
Did ho do so ? No;' ho allowed tho fraud 
to proceed; told Mr. Davies he must be 
paid if the company was to bo written up; 
acknowledged in his paper of January -1th 
that ho did so tell bim; snd last Friday, 
lmvir g watched till ho kuowMr.Daviea was 
in Orotjon, published » card denouncing 



Mr. Divvies' statement as a "ho." Well, 
Mr. Davies is back again; but whore 
is Mr. DoCosmos ? He has fled 
tho country, unable to endure tho 
frowns of an indignant public. 
At any time after he says Mr. Forbes 
came to him with an infamous proposi- 
tion Mr. DeCosrnos had it in his power 
to exposo tho conspiracy, punish tho con- 
fpirutors, and save hia fellowcitizens from 
serious loss. But he held his poace until 
tho bubble burst, and everyone in town had 
bocorne us wise as ho hud been thirty or 
forty days before. Wo say again, that if 
ho is the honest man ho would have tho 
public believe, ho would not havo 
rssted from tho timo tho admission was 
made to him until ho had dragged the 
guilty mon to prison. 

THE STATES. 



Hopes are felt of a compromise on tho 
Presidential question. A plan proposed 
makes the functions of tho President of 
tho Senate purely ruinisteriuL and two 
kinds of objections likely to bo raisod 
when tho certificates are opened aro to bo 
settlod as follows: First, when only one 
set of roturns is presented from a State, 
any objection to their reception must bo 
sustained by a concurront vote of both 
housos. Failing this, such returns must 
be counted as tho vote of tho State. 
When two sets aro prosonted they are to 
be immodialoly referred to a oommissiou 
composod of five Senators, five members 
of tho House, four of tho Associate Jus- 
tices of tho Supreme Court, whoso namos 
are giveu. and one other Justico selected 
by those four. The decision of this tri- 
bunal of 15 is to bo submitted at some 
time not fixed to tho two Houses assem- 
bled in joint session, and is to bo final, un- 
less both Houses agreo to reject it.

"Colonel" in Gaol at Portland 
— Leathers Nowhere. 



Meesra. Morton ami Davios returned 
from Portland yesterday. To n. certain 
oxtont lln>y may bo o»iJ Lu liavo lieou 
successful, as by dint of vigorous 
telography they havo placed it beyond the 
power of the holders of tlio notes takou 
from the Stono Company formed boro to 
nogotiato thorn. The tnoney-brokors, 
newspapers, and bankors of Portland and 
San Francisco have all been notified, and 
any porson now aooeptinj? the pipor will 
do so with tho understanding that be 
takes in hind a lawsuit at tho same time. 
Colonel Thorp, when Messrs. M. and D. 
left Portland, was in gaol for the fourth 
time for debt. Mr. J. Jlun'ingion, of 
this city, sues bim to recover fcDUO for 
services in this city, a recent law on the 
Amoricau side giving bird that privilege. 
Tho Colonel procured bail on Hunting- 
ton's suit and on two others, by Oregon 
creditors; but on the papers being filed in 
a fourth suit he remainod in gaol. So far 
as is known the "tirm" received in cash 
and notes froru Victoria parties about 
845.000, of which amount some 810,000 
was in cash and 30 day bills that were 
disoounted ut tho bauks hero at regular 
rates and huvo siuca baen lifted by the 
drawers. Some $10,000 of tho long-time 
notes have been recovered; anothor §5000 
worth of notes, although signed, was not 
delivered to the firm and are consequent- 
ly safe and will bo banded back to the 
party who drew tham. Ouo batch of lung- 
time paper was discounted in thi« city at 
40 per cent, discount, and bought back 
by tho drawer at ten per cent, advance on 
the 40 per cent. Supposing that the notos 
still out are not negotiable tlio aotnal casb 
roalizod by the triinsaftiou from first to 
last will foot up about 517,000, of which 
they carried away 88000 or SDOOO. It ap- 
pears that while at Portland on the 
way up to Victoria Leathers and Thnrp 
did a tine business, disposing of goino 
§150,000 worth of State and County pa- 
tent-rights. Loatheri took the most of 
tho Oregon money with him to San Fran- 
oisoo, and his whereabouts cannot now bo 
traced. Thorp oxprcssea gro.it indigna- 
tion at the atoppago of the paper, and 
threatens to come back to Victoria, re- 
turn all tho money and take back tho pa- 
tent-right! Messrs. Morton and Davies 
receiver! every consideration in Portland 
and eleewhere.

On Sunday morning Rov. John Reid, 
and in the ovoniug Rov. Wm, Pollard, 
preached in Wesley Church. Tho ser- 
mons were deliverod to large congrega- 
tions of interested persons. Last evoning 
His Worship Mayor Drake oooupied tho 
chair at a Mission mooting hold in Wcs- 
ley Church and after the delivery of a few 
eloquent remarks, and a hymn by tho 
choir— "Re up and Doing,'"— Rov, Mr. 
Buss road the annual report of tho Metho- 
dist Oburoh Miusionp, which shows that 
1000 members and 120,000 communicants 
are connected with the church in Canada; 
besides which it has four missionaries iu 
Japan and 42 Indian missionaries. Vic- 
toria contributed 9573 last year, and tho 
Sunday Sohool children's Christmas offer- 
ing amounted to 8120. Tho total amount 
collected in British Columbia for tho 
yoar was $1029.00, and the report exhibits 
a steady growth. [Applause. J Rov. John 
Reid offorod a short address, which was 
well received, as all this gentleman's ad- 
dresses aro. Rev. Mr. Petchler, agent for 
the British and Foreign Bible Society in 
Oregon, next spoke; and af tor him camo 
Rev. Wm. Pollard, Superintendent of 
Wesleyan Missions, who with a fund of 
dry hnnior, appropriate anecdotes, and 
valuable ttatistics. kept tho audience in 
terosted for upwards of hnlf an-hour. Tho 
reverend gentleman stated that there wore 
11 Wesleyan clorgynien in British Colum- 
bia. 23 obnrpVina, and Of, nt.lmr nrnnnliintr 
placoe,an attendance of .'5040 and U2H com- 
municants; 3 Indian and 1 Chinese 
schools; 12 Sunday schools with 59 loach- 
era and 1241) scholars, and 8 mission 
houses and parsonages —all of which had 
grown up ainco tho arrival of Dr. Evans 
in 1859. Tho choir sang Binhop Hober's 
grand hymn "From Greenlmd's Icy 
Mountains." In tli3 course of tho even- 
ing, a Chinese choir, uuder tho leadership 
of Mr. Spencer, sang "There is a Happy 
Land," and "Saviour, oh! Saviour," keep- 
ing vory good time. Mr. Jensop, second- 
ed by Mr. McMillan, moved a voto of 
thanks to His Worship, which was carri- 
ed by acclamation, and the meeting sang 
tho Doxology and dispersed. 

Washington TertRiToitY. — Tho Dispatch 
says: Franciico Watrigant, on a charge 
of taking from tho postofflcoand opening 
a letter not belonging to bim. was arraign- 
ed yosterday before Justice D. W. Seel o. 
The charge was found frivolous and the 
caso was accordingly dismissed. . . .

570 tons, ngamst 49,782 tons in 
December of 1875. Of this groat increase 
Seattle is croiliiod with 1860 tons and Bel- 
lingham Bay with 1700 tons, while of 
English coal there was un increase of 
over 20,000 tons and of Vancouver Island 
of over 7000 tons, The whole quantity 
imported in 1875 was 538,207 tons, and in 
1870, 01M,357 ton-*, or a gain of over 110,- 
000 tons in a single yo ir. This great gain 
was more than tho trade demanded, uud 
has been the canse nf tho glut of tho 
market un i thej deeliulug pricos of the 
p ist twelve mon'hs. The great increaao 
of the past \ear Inn been from the mines 
of Seattle, Vancouver Island, Australia, 
and Great Britiin, amounting together to 
200,000 tons, while of some other descrip- 
tions there lias been a decrease almost, as 
marked, for instance Mount Diablo mines 
from 206,255 tons in 1874 to 142 803 tons 
in 1875 and 108,078 tons in 1870."

More About the Romanizing Tendency 

Editor Colonist: — Tho right rever- 
end writer of a Jet tor that appeared in 
your is-,ue of tho 21-t inst., purporting to 
be a defense without attack, concurs with 
Lord Ebury in giving to tho Romanizing 
tendency of tho Anglican Church the 
charitiblo app"llntion of "Plnguo." It 
must bo something very bad indeed if it 
deserves a name so foul and so nasty. It 
may, therefor -, be worth our wliilo to 
examine what it is, not in tho deluded 
mind of Lor.l Ebury, but in roality. 

There is, if I am not mistaken, a two- 
fold Romanizing; tendency in tho Angli- 
can Church; oho with which I havo noth- 
ing to do, is an exterior a"d superficial 
imitation of Catholia practices and coro- 
moniea, and another vhiob is a movement 
of conversion (or perversion if you so 
prefer) to the Catholic Church. That 
movement has given to tlio Catholic 
Church distinguished statesmen, such as 
Lord Ripon; distinguished noblomou 
audi as the Marquis of Bute; distinguish- 
ed writers atich as Canon Oakley, Father 
Fuber, Dr. Newman, and last, hut not 
loast, Cardinal Manning. Tho very 
reputation of tlio«o eminent men destroys 
and anuihilatus any obscuro aspersion, 
i ithor on their character or on their in- 
tellectual gifts, traducing them as victims 
of a "plaguo." 

But what is that Romanizing tendency 
compared to the Reformation ? It is 
.no.oiy o ojovemeut of return to the 
Mother OhuiUi, nuiu »utuu •v.. e ,u u auitim 
separated. But look at the difference. 
Tho Reformation movement resulted in 
a church established by human law; tho 
Romanizing tendency is in no need of 
human legislation; tlio Reformation 
movement was armed with the rack and 
gibbet; no such thing in the Romanizing 
tendency; tho Reformation movement 
w as sanctioned with a wholes lie proscrip- 
tion of the Catholic clergy; the Romaniz- 
ing tendency leaves Anglican ministers 
in peace; the Reformation movement 
dangled beforo the greedy eyes of Par- 
liament tne spoils of numerous monas- 
teries; tho Reman izing tendency holds 
out no temporal remuneration toconvorts; 
tho Reformation movement covered Eng- 
laml with ruins and deluged Ireland witu 
blood; no ruins, no blood in tho Roman 
tendenoy; tho Reformation movement 
waa headed by a blood-thirsty and vol- 
uptuous tyrant; no tyranny about the 
Romanizing tondency, unless some will 
maintain the preposterous idea that the 
aged Pio Nono followod iu his Vatican 
plays the part of a tyrant over tho Ro- 
manizing tendency. 

Viewed through the vista of prejudice 
tho Reformation appears to some very 
glorious; to others better informed, it ap- 
pears (to use tho words of a Protestant 
writor) "not an alteration for tho better, 
but an alteration for tho worse, engender- 
ed in beastly lust, brought forth in 
hypocrisy anil perfidy, and cherished and 
fed by plunder, devastation, and bv rivers 
of innocentEnglisb and Irish blood. And, 
as to its more remote consequences tbey 
are, some of them now before us, in that 
misery, that beggary, that nakedness, 
♦ lint linnfior, thai avi-laalinj/tnratigltng attd 
spite, (and splitting up of churches) which 
now stare us in the face und stun our 
ears at every turn, and which the Refor- 
mation movement has given us iu ex- 
change for the ease, tho happiness, and 
harmony andChristiiin charity enjoyed so 
abundantly and foil no mooy «_n n Uy uur 
Catholic forefathers." 

Surely, if that was tho nature of tho 
Reformation movement, the sooner a turn 
of the tide sets in the better, but if tho 
right reverend writer does not intend to 
convey auy other meaning but ihat tho 
Anglican Church is sick, plague-strickeo 
and dying, thero can be nothing else 
harvested by making it public but shame 
and confusion.

EUROPE. 
London, Jan. 19. — Tho '"Tele- 
graph's" Peru correspondent reports 
that tho Christiana present at the 
Council were even more opposed to 
concession than the Turks. The 
dangers of tbe situation were fairly 
laid before tho council by tbe Sultan's 
brothel -in-law Abinand Damand, as 
well as Midbat Pa-dia. Safvet Pasha 
dwelt upon tho peril of braving Eu- 
rope, and remarked that the Russian 
squadron now in tbo walers of the 
United States might stop the triiiisiiiis- 
sionof arms and iiiutnuuition which bad 
been ordered in that country for 
Turkey. Two hundred and thirty - 
seveu dignitaries and officials were 
present at the Council. A protocol 
of the proceedings wero drawn up to 
which ull which all who took part in 
tho Council affixed their signatures. 

A "Tunes" correspondent ut Paris 
reports that the Austrian Government 
bus concluded a loan of seventy mil- 
lion florins, gold , with various Lon- 
don, Vienna und Paris Bunks. This 
loan is tbo balauce of ono hundred 
and ten million florins which tho 
lioiohstftdi authorized tho Minister of 
France to raise. 

Bekun, Jan. 19. — A telegrams to 
tho "Times" Buys: Russia is endeavor- 
ing to secure tho neutrality of Austria 
in tho event of war. It re nains to bo 
seen, however, whether these new 
negotiations are more than an attempt 
to impress Turkey with a sense of im- 
minent danger. 

London, Jan. 19. — Special dispatch- 
es from Constantinople to the "Daily 
Nows"aud "Times" Btuto that Midhat 
Pasha, wbilo holding up to view tho 
evils of war, inveighed in strong 
terms against interference of tho Eu- 
ropean Powers as unjustiliablo and 
offensive to Turkish independence. 
In his recapitulation of events leading 
to the present troubles, ho dwelt upon 
tho success of Turkish arms every- 
where against rebels, and recalled to 
mind tho Russian ultimatum sent out 
at a moment when Turkey was on tho 
point of crushing Servia as sho had al- 
ready crushed the Bulgarians.

MEXICO. 

New Youk, Jan. IS. — Rumours are 
afloat here that a confidential friend of 
President Lerdo lias received tele- 
graphic dispatches dated four or five 
days back which state that the de- 
posed president was advancing from 
tho west and threatening tho City of 
Mexico.
